PLAN TO DELAY 


GARBAGE CARTS 


Advise Mayor to Save 
Some Other. Way. 


Mayor Thompson’s retrenchment or- 
der caused directions yesterday for a 
city-wide curtailment of street sprin- 
kling and the removal of ashes and 
garbage. 

Commissioner of Public Works 
Wolfe proposes to cut approximately 
$500,000 from the corporate fund ex- 
penditures of the bureau of streets 
before Jan. 1, it was learned, reducing 
by 20 to 25 per cent the present waste 
disposal schedule. Now the city gath- 
ers garbage every six days and ashes 
every nine days; the new schedule 


| would be garbage every ten days and 


ashes every two weeks. Street clean- 
ing woyld be curtailed proportion- 
ately. 

‘ Sends Out Mayor’s tere. 

Mr. Wolfe explained he had referred 
the mayor’s retrenchment instructions 
to his bureau heads. Thus far he has 
no reports from them to make public. 

It was learned, however, that Mr. 
Wolfe yesterday morning conferred 
with Thomas H. Byrne, superintend- 
ent of streets, and the fifty ward su- 
perintendents. The , ward superin- 
tendents also received in letters the 
orders to cut down on disposal serv- 
ice. Within a few hours protests 
began from aldermen. | 

“I’m for economy,” Ald. A. H. 
Mose [50th] said, “‘ but it’s going too 
far when it means that garbage is 
going to pile up in your back yard 
for ten days in hot weather. There 
are plenty of other places to trim 


expenses. We are just beginning to : 


get our streets repaired on the north 
side when this comes along and hits 
us again.” 

Ald. Mose said he would seek a spe- 
cial meeting wf the council, if the cur- 
tailment is as drastic as indicated. 
| Another Alderman Protests. 

Ald. A. J. Prignano [20th] was an- 
other. His ward, he said, is fighting 
for more frequent, not less, collection 
of garbage. Several other aldermen 
agreed. 


Approximately’ $3,000,000 was appro- 
priated in the 1928 annual] budget for 
waste disposal and street cleaning ac- 
tivities as compared to $7,200,000 in 
1927. The council, however, was asked 
for an added $800,000 in the July, 
1928, mid-year budget, but granted 
$343,370. The Thompson leaders. at 
that time argued alleys and streets 
must be cleaned at any cost. 

Mr. Wolfe's curtailment program, 
it was said, is likely to bring to a 


‘focus aldermanic objections to the

Charges Three Errors by Him. 

The meeting was in charge of T. 8S. 
Harten, national organizer of the 
Equal Rights league and national 
president of the Afro-Equal Rights 
league. 

William Jacobs, a lawyer, declared 
that three errors had been committed 
by Judge Atwell. He asserted the 
judge had attacked the reputation of 
@ reputable attorney; he indirectly 
had encouraged violence by a prohibi- 
tion agent against a trial attorney, 
and he had expressed prejudice against 
Negroes.

of the alcoholic content of an intoxi- 
cating beverage. The present defini- 
tion is admittedly inaccurate and un- 
scientific. Each state would then be 
allowed to fix its own standard of al- 
coholic content, subject always to the 
proviso that that standard could not 
exceed the maximum fixed by the 


congress, 

I believe moreover that there should 
be es ‘people the ques- 
tion of e in the provisions 
of the 18th amendment. Certainly, no 
one foresaw when the amendment was 
ratified the conditions which exist to- 
day of bootlegging, corruption and 
open violation of the law in all parts 
of the country. The people them- 
selves should after this eight years of 
trial be permitted to say whether 
existing conditions should be rectified. 

I personally believe in an amend- 
ment in the 18th admendment whjch 
would give to each individual state 
itself, only after approval by a referen- 
dum popular vote of its people, the 
right wholly within its borders to im- 
port, manufacture or cause to be 
manufactured and sell alcoholic bev- 
erages, the sale to be made only by 
the. state itself and not for consump- 
tion in any public place. We may 
well learn from the experience of 
other nations. Our Canadian neigh- 
bors have gone far in this manner to 
solve this problem by the method of 
sale made by the state itself and not 
by private individuals. | 


No Return to Saloon. : 
There is no question here of the re- 
turn of the saloon. When I stated 
that the saloon “is and ought to be 
a defunct institution in this country” 
I meant it. I mean it today. I will 
never advocate nor approve any law 
which directly or permits 
the return of the saloon. 

Such a change would preserve for 


Jaw that would continue to make in- 
terstate shipment of intoxicating bev- 
erages a crime.- It would preserve for 
the dry states federal enforcement 
of prohibition within their own bor- 
ders. It would permit to citizens of 
other states a carefully limited and 
controlled method of effectuating the 
popular will wholly within the borders 
of those states without the old evil 


of the saloon. 


Such a method would reéstablish 
respect for law and terminate the _ 
tation which has injected discord into 
the ranks of the great political parties 
which should be standing for the ac- 
complishment of fundamental pro- 
grams for the nation. I may fairly 
say even to those who disagree with

| AGRICULTURE 


Farm Debt Increases from 4 to 
14 Billions Since 1910. 


Publicity agents of the Republican 
administration have written so many 
articles on our 
they have prevented the average 
fron having a proper appreciation of 
the degree of distress existing today 
among -farmers and stock raisers. 
From 1910 to the present time the 
farm debt has increased by the strik- 
ing sum of ten billions of dollars, or 
from four billion to fourteen billion 
dollars. The value of farm property 
between 1920 and 1925 decreased by 
twenty billions of dollars. This de 
pression made itself felt in an éenhor- 
mous increase of bank failures in the 
agricultural districts. In 1927 there 
were 830 bank failures, with total lia- 
bilities of over 270 millions of dollars, 
almost entirely in the agricultural sec- 
tions, as against 49 such failures dur- 
ing the last year of President Wilson’s 
administration. 
| The report of Nov. 17, 1927, of a 
special committee of the Association 
of Land Grant Colleges and Universi- 


since 1920 have not been sufficient to 
pay a fair return on the current value 


the farmer’s labor, or to permit farm 
people to maintain a standard of liv- 
ing comparable with other groups of 
like ability.”” The business men’s com- 
mission on agriculture said in Novem- 
ber, 1927, “Since the war, the prices 
of farm products have persisted in an 
uneconomic and unfavorable adjust- 
ment to the general scale of prices 
of other goods and services;’’ and “ the 
disparity between urban and farm in- 
comes has emphasized the disparity in 
standards of living in the rural and 
urban populations.” ‘The value of 
farm land and farm property  de- 
creased heavily in the post-war defia- 
tion’ and “large numbers of farmers 
have lost all their property in this 
process.” 
Agriculture and Business. 

We have not merely a problem of 
helping the farme?. While agricul- 
ture is one of the most individualized 
and independent of enterprises, still, 
as the report of the business men’s | 
commission points out, “agriculture 
is essentially a public function, af- 
fected with a clear and unquestion- 
able public interest.” The country is 
an economic whole. If the buying 
power of agrigulture is impaired, the 
farmer makes fewer trips to Main 
street. The shop owner suffers be- 
cause he has lost a large part of his 
trade. The manufacturer who sup- 
plies him likewise suffers as the wage 
earner, because the manufacturer is 
compelled to curtail his production. 
the banker cannot collect his 
debts or safely extend further credit. 
This country cannot be a healthy, 
strong economic body if one of its 
members, so fundamentally important 
as agriculture, is sick almost to the 
point of economic death. 

The normal market among the 
farmers of this country for the prod- 
utts of industry is ten billions of dol- 
lars. Our export market according to 
latest available figures is, exclusive of 
agricultural products, approximately 
one billion six hundred millions of
